In passing through South Deerneld, Mass., autoists cross the historic old stream called Bloody Brook, & 


nume derived from the freightfnl massacre by Indians which occurred there on the 38th of September, lt>75. 


In those days King Philip, sachem of the Pokanoket tribe of .Indians, was on the warpath. He had so 


terrified thc-settlsrs of the Connecticut Kiver Valley that the northernmost towns of Northfteld and Deerneld 
ucrp ordered abandoned. 


In abandoning Deerfield the settlers had left large stores of newly harvested grain, and it was in quest of 


rhfsp needed stores that Captain Lathi-op, with a picked troop of eighty men, proceeded to Deer.field from 
the town of Hadlcv, twenty miles south. The grain had been successfully procured and the party was some 
six miles out of the settlement of .Deerfield when it prepared to ford a. streaTn. 
The stream was bordered 


bv thick woods, and tradition relates that the men imprudently placed their weapons in the wagons and soat- 
terpd to gather the wild gnipos'which abounded. Thus disarmed, they were quickly and completely ovsr- 
whelmrd by the- hordes of "Indians estimated fit 700 strong, by whom they had been ambushed. Of the cigh'.y 
or more men in Captain Lathrop's command not more than eight escaped alive.

Two other scouting squads of Englishmen which were in the vicinity hurried-to the scene upon hearing 


battle, but L-ouiri do nothing except drive the Indians away so that the bodies of their comrades might be de- 
i-endv buried.

GAME ASSOCIATION 


TO ADD EQUIPMENT 


Decide to 
Build Fence at Caldwell 


Farm for Care of Association's 


Pheasants. 


At a small but enthusiastic meet- 
ing of the Rock County Game Protect- 
ive association, held in the council 
chambers of the city hall last evening, 
a p]an was drawn up for the raising 
of funds with which to build a fence 
around approximately two acres of 
land on the association reservation at 
the Caldwell farm, to keep the pheas- 
ants in. 
Since the association, or 
the Hod and Gun club, as many peo- 
ple know it, purchased ;a number of 
pairs 
of pheasants last year, there 
has collected in the neighborhood of 
the Caldwell farm, about six miles 
north of this city on the Edgertpn 
road, a large number off these birds, 
which are now running wild because 
there is no place to keep them other 
than a small coop. 
Accordingly it was decided to put 


in a fence to'keep all the birds bought 
and raised by the association. 
For 
this purpose there is to be circulated 
;i paper asking for a guarantee of 
funds with which to carry out the 
plans at once in case the association 
does not decide to do the work at 
their next regular meeting. It is ex- 
pected that the fence will have oeen 
completed within a week or ten days. 
An arrangement made in the spring 


with the Commercial club - provided 
that the association would 
furnish 


half of eight pairs of pheasants to the 
club to be used as prizes for boys in 
the good roads contests conducted by 
the club during the summer. Because 
many of the boys are not in a position 
to care for the birds properly during 
a winter, the association decided to 
give the Commercial club an order on 
itself to furnish the birds next spring 
at a stipulated time. 
It was also decided to send two 
delegates to the annual Madison con- 
vention of the Wisconsin State Con- 
servation association, and to ask five 
members to pay their own expenses to 
the convention. The president, F. E. 
Green, and the secretary, I. F. Wor- 
tendyke, were asked to represent the 
local organization. The convention is 
to be held the fifth and sixth of De- 
cember. 
The treasurer 
reported • that pay- 
ment of annual dues to the state as- 
sociation was due. This amount of 
ten cents per member, or $32.00 was 
voted to be used for this purpose.
